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Our Major Woes 
Are Still Abroad 


Just in case anyone has forgotten, 
there was a reason for President Eisen- 
hower’s inaugural address being de- 
voted largely to foreign policy and di- 
rected to the people of the world as 
well as those of the United States. 

That reason, plain and simple, and 
as he was careful to point out, is be- 
cause, for at least the time being, the 
major concern of his administration will 
be the cold war with Russia, just as it 
was the concern of Truman before him. 
That reason, plain and simple, over- 
rides all others because the fate of all 
mankind depends upon the success of 
our efforts to stop and to roll back 
Communist aggression. , 

The Democrats say the speech only 
intensified and corroborated the objec- 
tives of the administration before him. 
That is true. But those policies were 
molded in part by. President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles. In the main, they are ac- 
cepted as realistic and practical, al- 
though the new administration may dif- 
fer as to method. Much has been ac- 
complished. Much more remains to be 
done. 

The new President has told us there 
are no magic formulas for ending the 
tensions in the world. He has told us 
we must expect continued sacrifice and 
patience in working toward the goal of 
peace. We know the specific problems 
and we'll still have them tomorrow. 
Let’s list some of them: 

We still have the Korean War. We 
still seek a way of ending it without 
expanding it into a world conflict. 

We yet have the problem of China. 
There are those who believe that the 
Chinese people can be led away from 
communism and that a counterrevo- 
lution from Red terror would succeed. 

_ There is the Communist threat to 
Southeast Asia—to Indochina, Indo- 
nesia, Burma, Malaya, India, and Pakis- 
tan. If that area falls, all of Asia falls 
and with it go the raw materials neces- 
sary for the industrial society of the 
West. 

The problem of Iran is still un- 
solved and there is growing anti-West 
sentiment throughout Africa and the 
Middle East. ; ! 

The carefully laid plans for Euro- 
pean unity and NATO are threatening 
to fall apart. This coalition of allies, 
chipped at by the Russians and softened 
by the apparent lessening of dangers, 
lurches threateningly on the brink of 
failure due to jealousies and nation- 
alism. 

Neutralism continues to grow in 
Europe, where England, France, Ger- 
many and other nations are flooded 
with propaganda that the cold war is 
between the United States and Russia, 
where pressures mount for trade with 
the Soviet Union. Are we willing to 
trade on equal terms, even though it 
mean temporary losses to our own peo- 
ple, to prevent it? 

What about foreign aid, military and 
economic? How much of the burden of 
defending freedom must we bear? 

What about atomic energy and its 
control? 

These are only some of the prob- 
lems—few of them of our making but 
all of them directly affecting the se- 
curity, even the survival, of the United 
States. 

President Eisenhower’s concern with 
foreign policy in his inaugural address 
was keyed to the most important issue 
still facing the American people. All 
domestic issues remain small in com- 
parison.

Safety Headquarters 
Has Enviable Record 


The city which first took traffic ac- 
cident investigation and prevention 
seriously has set a new record for safety 
among cities of its size. 

At midnight Sunday, Jan, 18, the 
city of Evanston, IIl., population 73,600, 
completed 556 days without having a 
person killed on its streets. 

It was in Evanston almost 30 years 
ago that a young traffic officer, Frank 
Kreml, started making traffic police 
into scientists who trace auto wrecks 
from effects to basic causes. 

Today Frank Kreml heads the 
Northwestern University Traffic Insti- 
tute and the International Association 
of Police Chiefs traffic safety divisions.

The Georgia 100-Bushel Corn Club 
is an exclusive organization. The 1952 
roster as released by the Agricultural 
Extension Service includes only 266 
members in the 159 counties of .the 
state. 

Our good friend Herbert Tabor of 
Ellijay points out with justifiable pride 
that 70 per cent of the membership is 
in the six mountain counties—Rabun, 
Towns, Union, Fannin, Gilmer and 
Lumpkin, Four of these are in the area 
where much good bottom land was 
flooded when Lakes Blue Ridge, Not- 
tely and Chatuge were created. 

But the mountain farmers are doing 
well on the uplands, thanks to a pro- 
gram of careful seed testing and selec- 
tion, balanced plant food and improved 
methods of cultivation. 

They are to be congratulated along 
with their county agents and the staff 
at the Georgia Mountain Experiment 
Station. What they have done on up- 
land soil should encourage Georgia 
corn growers generally. As in the case 
of many a mountain romance, those 
farmers have started with a Httle corn 
and ended with a full crib.

Foreign Policy 
Stays the Same 


WASHINGTON—We have had a change 
in administration of government, in the 
party that manages and the President who 
directs. But there is no change, so far as 
our new Chief Executive revealed himself 
in taking office, in the direction and objec- 
tive of our foreign policy. The farewell 

messages of Harry Tru- 
man and the inaugural 
address of Dwight D. 
Eisenhower were in the 
same pattern. There 
was no break there. 
Alike they were in rec- 
ognition of the nature 
of the world crisis— 
“Freedom is pitted 
against slavery, light 
against dark,’’ as our 
” new President ex- 
pressed it. Alike they were in the. con- 
fident belief that with courage and patience 
we can win in this struggle, and win it 
without another world war. Alike they were 
in the conviction of the necessity of allies, 


of helping those allies in all possible ways, — 


including keeping open the channels of 
trade so they can sell to us and thus help 
to finance themselves. Alike they were 
in assuring our friends in the free nations 
everywhere that we are unafraid in our 
leadership, or, as President Eisenhower 
put it: 

“‘We wish our friends the world over to 
know this above all: We face the threat— 
not with dread and confusion—but with 
confidence and conviction.”’ 


Alike also in the farewells of Harry Tru- 
man and the first words of President Ei- 
senhower was reliance upon the United Na- 
tions—“‘the living sign of all people’s hope 
for peace,”’ the new Chief Executive called 
it. And alike also was the determination to 
Strengthen the United Nations; to make it, 
as Our new President said, ‘‘not merely an 
eloquent symbol but an effective force.”’ 


Thus the President hurled his challenge 
at those among us who, in recent weeks and 
months, have been preaching disillusion 
about the UN. 


This form of intolerance, which can only 
be disheartening to our allies everywhere, 
he condemned by implication.

Court Decision in Contempt Case 


Protects Rights of the Reader, Too 


Contempt of court citations against 
editors are usually based on editorials or 
news articles that are printed in newspa- 
pers. Such citations are, in most instances, 
arbitrary enough, but it remained for Judge 
H. E. Nichols of Floyd County, Ga., to find 
a new kind of arbitrariness. He cited two 
editors for contempt because they did not 
print photographs as he demanded, in con- 
nection with a highway safety campaign. 

The defendant journalists are now fully 
vindicated. The Georgia Supreme Court, 
speaking through its Chief Justice, W. H.° 

Duckworth, has upheld the right of an edi- 
tor to resist an order from a judge to print 
a specific picture or news article. Says 
Georgia’s highest court: 

If a worthy judge may employ the con- 
tempt of court process to silence unjust 
criticism of his official conduct, this same 
rule would enable an unworthy judge to 
silence the press in just criticism of his 
official conduct. 

Free speech and liberty of the press 
in our system of popular government are 
diametrically opposed to any theory that 
any public officer shall be immune to 
criticism and searching examination of 
his official conduct. 

This is a victory not for freedom of the 
press so much as it is for the right of the 
reader to be protected from arbitrary de- 
crees by officials. In standing their ground 
Editors McGill and Fields have widened 
the area of press rights now known to be 
guarded against trespass. 

The Post-Dispatch, which won an im- 
portant contempt of court fight in the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court in 1940, salutes The 
Atlanta Constitution and its editors.

But the battle goes on—ill or well is a 
trifle so long as it goes.” 

In an alcoholic hospital I met a man 
who told me a familiar story. For seven 
years he had remained sober. Then one 
night he was walking home from work 
with a friend, who suggested they stop for 
a beer. He intended to get only a soft 
drink but when he saw the beer he de 
cided that just one would not hurt him. He 
drank that beer and now for four years he 
has been struggling to get on the drinkless 
trail again. 

It is so easy to be thrown off guard. 
Rarely does one deliberately plan to fail, 
but something happens. Our feelings get 
hurt, a great sorrow may come, we may 
have a streak of bad luck, or we get lonely 
or sorry for ourselves. And in a moment’s 
time all the fine victories we have worked 
so hard to win can be swept away. So we 
must continue to watch our weakness and 
keep our eyes firmly fixed on a high goal.

Never Get Fired 
For Nothing 


From his father’s poultry house and ice 
plant, when the wind was right the boy 
almost could hear the clickety-click-click of 
the telegraph key at the railroad station, 
How he cherished the day when he was 
first invited inside the station with its cozy 
waiting room and ‘‘cannon’”’ stove, its ticket 
window and the railing | 
behind which was the 
telegraph board in a 
bay window. From his 
position at the key, the 
operator could see up 
and down the tracks, 
eastward to where the 
rails dipped into the 
Wabash Valley on the 
way to the state capital, 
westward straight as a 
string to the Illinois See 
prairies. The boy listened quietly as Agent 
Charlie Peters swapped stories with the 
traveling men who came to Dana on the 
Indianapolis, Decatur and Western. There 
came that glad day when ‘‘Pete’’ asked 
him into the inner sanctum behind the 
railing and let him finger the magic key. 
Right then the boy decided on his career— 
he was going to be a railroad man, 


He took to the code as if he and not 
Morse had devised it. His mentor said 
the youngster was exceptionally quick to 
learn, had a remarkable memory, never 
forgot a face or a fact. 

The boy was soon sending and receiving. 
When he was 17 and out of high school, the 
railroad gave him a regular job—telegraph 
operator at a gravel pit. The railroad 
could use bright young men. At 19, the 
telegrapher became a train dispatcher, 
His first night on the job the second-trick 
man gave him advice he never forgot: 
“Boy, if you ever get fired, get fired for 
doing something; never get fired for doing 
nothing.”’ 

The boy did things and went places— 
from train dispatcher to division superin- 
tendent, to general superintendent of the 
road. When he was 43 he became presi- 
dent of the New Jersey Central and hence 
the youngest railway head in the country. 
Seven years later he took time out to re 
turn to telegraphy, as president of Western 
Union. In 1941, he went back to the rails, 
as chief executive of the nation’s oldest 
steam railway system. ; 

The principal in this real-life ‘Alger’ 
story is Col. Roy. B. White, president of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad.

Larger eggs for Georgia con-|§ 
sumers will be sought in a pend-'§ 
ing House bill designed to prevent 
the state. from becoming a 
“dumping ground” for inferior 
grades, "! 

Rep. Alpha Fowler of Douglas| # 
County, author, said the pro-| & 
posal would add one-half of an'§& 
ounce to the requirements for 
two classifications, making the 
minimum weight for ‘‘medium’”’ 
eggs 21 ounces a dozen and the 
minimum for ‘‘small’’ eggs 18 
ounces a dozen. | 

A new grade, ‘‘pee wee,’’ would 
be established under the bill to 
include those weighing 15 ounces 
a dozén and to exclude any 
single egg of less than one and 
one-sixth ounces. 

The changes would bring the 
state’s grading law in line with 
those of surrounding states and 
the federal government, Fowler 
said, thus preventing out-of-state 
producers from sending smaller 
eggs here. 

Written as an amendment to 
the present grading law, the pro- 
posal would not alter the require- 
ment that “fresh’’ eggs must be 
Geofgia. produced or the rule that 
restaurants rnust print the origin 
of their eggs on menus or dis- 


play placards, Fowler explained.

' Death, fire, disease and injury have stalked the Harris Jans 
family and trouble still plagued it today. 

Jans lost four fingers on his right hand in a hunting ac- 
cident in 1943. The next spring, the granary on his farm 
burned down. That fall, a 5-year-old daughter, Charlene, was 
crushed to death when she fell beneath wheels of a manure 
spreader. 

In 1949, three other children, Elaine, Harlan and Marie, 
were stricken with polio. Marie still wears a brace. 

The Jans farm home burned to the ground in 1951. A year 
later, Jans suffered a heart attack and was forced to give 
up farming. 

Before the birth of their last child, about two months ago, 
Mrs. Jans spent eight weeks in bed with double pneumonia. 
Last week, the child, Marcia, died of suffocation in her crib.

The Friday meeting was 
thrown in doubt by Saltonstall’s 
statement.

City Judges 
Warned on 
Drive Cases 


Mayor Hartsfield Wednesday 
approved the new ordinance em- 
powering municipal court judges 
to try drunk drivers in Atlanta 
but Criminal Court Solicitor Jobn 
I. Kelley warned the judges that 
they are subject to criminal pros- 
ecution if they enforce the law. 

The mayor in signing the meas- 
ure called on the judges to take 
immediate jurisdiction of local 
drunk-driving cases. 

Meanwhile, Kelley said 
will face charges of false 
prisonment if they enforce 
law. He called the ordinance 
unconstitutional. 

“If someone came to our 
fice and showed he was convict- 
ed under the ordinance, we would 
have to take out an accusation 
charging the judge with false im- 
prisonment,’’ Kelley said. 

He said also that judges operat- 
ing under the ordinance couid 
be sued for damages. 

The ordinance was designed to 
replace the drunk - under - the- 
Wheel ordinance the Su- 
preme Court declared invalid last 
spring. 

Kelley said: “‘It 
purely for revenue. As the cases 
come up we will see that the state 
court is not embarrassed and see 
that those subject to our juris- 
dietion are not railroaded in some 
other court.’’ 

Kelley has stationed an assist- 
ant in municipal court ‘“‘to guard , 
the interests of the state.”’ 

There are ‘three ways to 
the law, the solicitor said: 

1. By damage suit against 3 
judge. 

2. By appeal to superior court. 
3. By criminal charge agains*t 
judge. 

He called the ordinance a vio- 
lation of civil rights and said he 
determined ‘‘to break up this 
tampering with the fundamenial 
principles of jurisprudence.”’

Little Liver Pills 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 21. 
(P—The Ninth U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals has ruled 
that Carter Products, Inc., 
doesn’t have to cut the word 
‘liver’ from the name of its 
preparation—'‘‘Carter’s Little 
Liver Pills.” 

The ruling on Monday re- 
versed the March, 1951, order 
of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission (FTC). 

The FTC, after 141 sessions 
and 10,600 pages of tesfimony, 
ordered Carter to cease claim- 
ing the pills had any theya- 
peutic action on the liver. 

The court here, setting 
aside the trade commission 
order, said: ‘‘We think the 
rulings of the (FTC) exam- 
iner tended to be _ insuffer- 
ably technical, where not 
wholly erroneous.’’
